the Land Revenue policy and adimmatratjon winch have to he care¬ 
fully considered and the different proclamations, circulars and 
standing orders codified, «o that wo may have a well understood 
Revenue Law and Procedure. With this object in view, Mr. Rujn- 
ruma Kao, Dcwau Pei,shear of Quilon, has, as yon are probably aware, 
been entrusted with, the work; of preparing a Land Revenue (Jude, 
■which I expect to have placed before the Legislative Council in a 
few months. With the introduction of a Code winch will define tin; 
powers and duties of the several grades of Revenue officers, lay 
down clear rules for then* guidance in tins matter of regisfceiing 
puduval lands, dealing with encroachments and preserving boundary 1 
marks, regulate tlie collection of Government Revenue and define the 
relations between landlord and tenant, the work of Revenue Ad- 
muistration will be greatly simpified and the interests of the ryots 
bettor protected. The organisation of a system of animal jamn- 
bundy which will naturally follow the introduction of the Revenue 
Code will also effect a wholesome change and conduce to the etfici- 
c'tiey of revenue administration and the maintenance of correct laud 

The laud revenue demand for the year 1079 was Jls. 25.Li,1-19 of 
which Rs. ‘24/26.810 were recovered, tinder the head of arrears the 
demand amounted to Rs. 1,65.687 and the recoveries to Rs, d(5,88-f. 
The disparity between the two figures last mentioned is one which 
may strike an outsider as reflecting on the efficiency of the revenue 
collecting agency; but the fault is chiefly with the system of which 
l shall have to say more when we meet next year. 

Tlie season was generally favorable, but the rains of the fctoutli 
West monsoon were more than ordinarily heavy. There was no 
appreciable variation in the prices of food and grain or the wages 


8. Survey. The boundary demarcation and survey of 824 
square miles and tlie field demarcation and survey oi 821 square 
miles were completed during the year. Up to the end ol ! 1079, the 
held survey of 80 taluks excepting 8 villages and the boundary sur¬ 
vey of all the 31 taluks excepting one Proverthy have been complet¬ 
ed. There remain to be done only the boundary survey of Komlur 
Proverfchv in Meenachil taluk and the field survey of Meeuaclul 
taluk and two villages of Todupu2ha taluk. The survey school is 
reported to have done good work. This is a very useful institution. 
It is in contemplation to make every candidate for appointment in 
the Land Revenue Department undergo a course of training in the 
Survey School before being admitted into the service.

35. Finance. You may be aware that with a view to improve 
tlie system of finance and .Accounts a Committee had. been appoint¬ 
ed some three years ago. The Committee had made considerable 
progress in the drafting of a Code, but His Highness felt that il, 
would take a long time for the Code to be filially adopted and 
actual reforms introduced and put in working order and that a 
better and a more satisfactory plan would be to secure the services 
of a trained expert to overhaul the present system and introduce tho 
necessary reforms. It was fortunate for the State that just thou a 
specialist of large experience who was eminently fitted for the work 
to be undertaken here was available in the person of Mr. E. B. 
Subroyer who had about that time retired from the office of State 
Comptroller in Mysore. His Highness was pleased to offer the 
appointment of financial Adviser to him which he accepted. He 


joined the appointment only in the beginning of June las t, but 
within the space of three months, that is belore the close of the last 
Malabar year, he was able not only to frame rules and circulars for 
introducing an improved system of finance and audit but succeeded 
in starting the work from the commencement of the current year. 
He is now engaged in working out tlie new system and training the 
subordinates and officers iu the work. 1 will now give you a brief 


description of the system of finance and Account that' has been 
hitherto followed and of the improvements introduced by the 
financial Advissrfrom. the current yean. 
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(2) Tima was when only one Treasury at the Capital war con. 
sidered sufficient for all the vprpiirotnents of tlio State. Tlio re¬ 
venue collections of the State were made both in ensb and kind 
by a body of hereditary public accountants attached to each unit, 
of area of which they tad charge and in which they lived and owned 
property. These collections were paid into chests and granaries 
located at convenient centres one for each group of units. The 
accountants were paid for their services either by lands assigned as 

(3) All payments of claims against" Government whether out 
of the chest at the Hiizur Treasury or out in the country were made 
only after preaudit on the basis of a padivoo or scale sanctioned 
and revised at long intervals. After the year closed, the accountants 
were sent for to the capital and with their help an annual consoli¬ 
dated account was made out and placed before Government. 

(4J As the country advanced in prosperity and the require¬ 
ments of a progressive administration increased, more departments 
had to he organized to meet such requirements and more depart¬ 
mental chests or Depots had to he opeml—one for each such Depart¬ 
ment. The hereditary accountants were gradually replaced by a 
body of stipendiaries appointed by selection on considerations other 
than heredity and on production ot adequate security for good 
conduct and duo fulfilment of the trust and responsibility imposed 
upon them. To avoid delay in-payment of claims against Govern¬ 
ment after preaudit, these departmental Depots were authorized to 
meet their own claims as far as possible out of the collections made 
by them amt to draw upon the neighbouring depots for any de¬ 
ficiency, subject to acceptance as authorized expenditure after audit 
by the Huzur Account Office. But the original idea that there was 
to be only one real Treasury viz., the State Huzur Treasury autho¬ 
rized to account for all the income and expenditure of the State was 
still retained and acted upon. 

(5.) Briefly, the following is the manner in which the idea was 
kept up. All 'the {Revenue and departmental chests or Depots in¬ 
cluding the chest of the Treasurer of the .State Huzur Treasury 
maintained cash accounts of theirown in which alt revenues collected 
were credited and payments made were charged, with full descrip- 

close of the year these cash accounts with vouchers were brought 
to the Huzur Account Office personally by the responsible accoun¬ 
tants of each Depot with a number of blank receipts signed by the 
officers in charge of the chests. The revenue receipts of these 
Depots were credited in the Huzur Treasury Account as remittances 
made by these Depots and acknowledgments by the Huzur Treasury 
furnished to the accountants concerned. The payments made by 
these Depots were then subjected to audit, items unsupported by 
vouchers, competent sanction or regular account were disallowed, 
bills in duplicate wove prepared lor the admitted items, passed by 
the Huzur Account Office and presented at the Huzur Treasury with 
the blauk receipts above referred to. The amount of each passed 
bill wa,s entered on both sides of the cash account of the Huzur Trea¬ 
sury as remittance received from and made to the Depot or chest con¬ 
cerned. An acknowledgment for tliafSffltiittance credited was given 
to the accountants while the account* filled up one of the blank 
receipts above referred to and handed it-over to the Huzur Treasury 
as an acknowledgment for the receipt of the remittance entered as 
made to their Depots. The duplicate of the passed bill was retained 
by the Huzur Treasury in support of the debit and the original 
handed over duly attested to the Depot accountants as authority 
for them to incorporate the expenditure in the Tifattu or consoli- 






dated yearly account of their Depots, All the amounts disallowed 
in audit were treated as personal advances to he accounted tor by 
the Provertikars, Accountants and Treasurers of the Depute or 
their legal heirs even though such payments might have been made 
tinder the authority ol the officers in charge of the Depots. 

(0) These Accountants returned to their stations with their 
detail accounts and vouchers and with the original bills passed hy 
the Huzur Account Office. They were then called upon to prepare 
consolidated yearly accounts one for each Depot in which the re¬ 
venue receipts were shown only under four or five main heads of 
account—such as ‘fixed jlaiicl revenue.' ‘ arrears of revenue,’ ‘ mis¬ 
cellaneous ’ and fluctuating land and other revenue such as customs, 
tobacco, salt, &c.. and the expenditure as passed by the Huznr 
Account Office was exhibited under the Heads Devaswom, Oottn- 
puva,, Palace, Public Works. Pay, Pensions and Miscellaneous or 
Contingencies. The accounts dosed 1,0 a balance in which were 
included cash in the chest, paddy iu the granaries and all item" 
disallowed up to the end of the year as inefficient balance. 

' (7) On receipt of these Tirattns or consolidated accounts one 
from each depot, a general account tor the 8t.at.e w»* compiled 

rear under the beads o£ account above referred to and on the dis¬ 
bursement side all accepted expenditure under the Major Heads. 

” Devaswoms ” “ Onttupumhs,” Ac., with details nuclei"'Pay,’’and 
Pension” giving the name and amonnt of each individual officer 
and official (menial servants alone being given in number) to whom 
pay or pension was disbursed on individual receipts. Under “ Con¬ 
tingencies and Miscellaneous” full, amt elaborate particulars ior 
each item of charge were also given. 

(8J Prom the above description you will find how unnecessarily 
elaborate and cumbersome the system was amt how the control, 
amlitmncl consolidation of the accounts had to be left mostly in the 
hands of the low paid accountants of the various Depots, the Himiv 
Account Office ami the Huznr Treasury. You will not also be 
surprised to learn that these consolidated accounts or Tirattns are 
in arrears for the past sixteen years and that about 72 lakhs of 
rupees is reported to be the amount of unaccounted, unauthorized 
and unvouched expenditure accumulating from 1035 M. E. or I KUO 
A. D. ami at present standing against the names not of the parties 
who received the payment or ot the officers who in the first .instance 
authorized the payments but in those of the Parvathiloirs, Accoun¬ 
tants and Treasurers, who carried out the orders of their superior 
officers, to be accounted for or recovered from these officials or their 
legal heirs. 

(9) So early as the year 1035 M. E. or 1860 A. D. above re- 
ferred to, it was found that this system was quite unsuited to the 
requirements even of that period. But the only improvement 
effected was that the unadjusted expenditure that had accumulated 
up to that year was written off the accounts and an annual finan¬ 
cial statement or Pirivoom-Chilavoom account was ordered to he 
compiled before audit of any kind and wholly on the basis of the 
accounts brought to the Huzur Account Office by the accountants 
of all Revenue and Departmental Depots or Treasuries. The eld 
system of account and audit was still, continued and the pew account 
ordered was onlv an addition to it not in lieu thereof. This simply - 
added more work to the Account Department and tended to put off 
rhe audit and compilation under the old system to an indefinite 
period, It was also from this year that a sort, ot annual Budget

EXPENDITURE. 
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Mr, Anakoitil Banhunni Karthuvoo, Landholder o£ Shertally, 
(Kottayam Division), asked for the construction of roads and the 
opening of canals at Shertallay. 

Mr. V. Krishna Iyer, Landholder of Todupuzha, (Kottayam 
Division), asked for the establishment of schools, and the opening of 
roads and canals in his taluk. 

Mr. Tharayil Thommi Ohahho, Homo-Syrian Landholder of 
Ettumanur, (Kottayam Division), asked for the maintenance of a 
Bupd at Kaipuzha 

Mr. E. Homier of Shencottah, (Quilon Division), called attention 
to some of the grievances of the Shencottah ryots in connection with 
the Forest Rules. He then thanked the Dewan for the patient and 
osympatlietic hearing he had given to the numerous grievances re¬ 
presented by the members of the Assembly. 

The Very Kererend Jiipe Thoma Kathanar of Tiruvella, (Quilon 
Division), was the last speaker. He said that the Assembly which 
was only three days old would in time grow into a power for good 
in the land under the fostering care of His Highness the Maharajah 
and the Dewan. He requested that any shortcoming's that might 
have been observed in the speakers might be kindly overlooked, as 
the meeting was the first of its kind. He asked that the further ex¬ 
tension of Forest Reserves towards the west might be stopped; that 
the Devasom be separated from the Revenue Department with a 
view to the better administration of both, the Departments; and 
that competent men, without distinction ol : caste or creed, be ap¬ 
pointed to the Government service. He said that great care should 
be exercised in permitting future reclamations in the Vembanad and 
other lakes, as he feared that there was the danger of the lands 
higher up being flooded, if these lakes were drained, as there would 
then be no proper outlet for the flow of water from the rivers, and 
for the tides from the sea. He then thanked, the Dewan for the 
patient hearing granted to the Members. 

Mr. Mohamed Elias Eajee Ahmed Suit, Mahomedan Merchant 
of Trivandrum, subsequently handed in a paper containing the 
representations he had to. make. He asked for the construction of a 
Ohathram for all castes and creeds at Trivandrum, the metalftjg 
of the road from Kalipankulom to the Mahomedan.^ta*Sa 
larger number of beat constables being employed for n«B®'duty, 
the introduction of the water pipe system into the town, the exten¬ 
sion of railway communication to Trivandrum, the establishment 
of a Medioal Dispensary at Karamanay, the repair of the neglected 
tanks of Trivandrum, the putting np of urinals and latrines for the 
whole of the Town and the encouragement of education among the 
Mahomedans. 

The Dewan said that the various representations made that 
morning would be duly considered and placed before His Highness, 
and that Government would endeavour to meet the wishes and re¬ 
quirements of the people as far as it was possible to do so.

A. Horses, ponies and. cart-bullocks,— J Rupee per headr 
for advice and cost of medicines supplied. 

R. Cattle (other than cart-bullocks), sheep, goats and 
dogs.—j Rupee per head for advice and cost of 
medicines supplied. - 

For horses, ponies, and bullocks, subscribers (». e., who 
pay yearly Rs. 8 and Rs. 7 and half-yearly Rs. 5 and 
Rs. 4 for horses and ponies a head respectively, and 
yearly Rs. 12 and half-yearly Rs. 7 for a pair of bul¬ 
locks in advance,) will be furnished with medicines and 
advice gratis. This would not, however, dispense with 
the stabling chargee provided below-, in the event of 
the animals being admitted into the hospital for treat¬ 
ment as in-patients. 

2. Cattle for agricultural purposes belonging to poor ryots 
or others unable to pay the charges for treatment will be treat¬ 
ed gratis. The Veterinarian will satisfy himself that such 
relief is given only to those really deserving. This exemption 
refers only to animals treated as out-patients. > 

3. Animals will be admitted as in-patients at the hospital 
during treatment according to the extent of accommodation 
available. An additional charge of 4 and 2 annas' a week or 
broken parts thereof per head for groups A and B respectively 
will be charged for such accommodation. The feeding of the 
animals will be arranged for by the owners themselves and at 
their expense, under directions given by the Veterinarian. 

4. No animals suffering from contagious or infectious dis¬ 
eases will be admitted as in-patients. 

5. No animal will be admitted or allowed to be removed 
from the hospital without the permission of the Veterinarian. 

6. The hospital will be open daily from 7 to 10 A. H, and 
front 4 to 6 v. n.

REGULATION V OS' 1073. 

A Regulation to amend, Hie lavj relating to the Legislative 
Qownail passed by Sis Highness the Maha Rajah of Travmcore 
on the 21st March 1898 corresponding with the 9th Meenom 1073, 
vMtir section 9 of Regulation 11 of'1063. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to the Legis- P: 
lative Council and to define its duties; We are pleased to enact as 
follows 

1. This Regulation shall he called the “ Travancore Legislative ® 
Council Regulation of 1073,” and it shall come into foioe on the let ” 
Chingom 1074. 

2. Regulation II of 1063 is hereby repealed; but the nominations & 
made, and proceedings held under that Regulation shall be deemec| t» 
to have been mads or held under this Regulation.

Under Section 588 of the Civil Procedure Code (Regulation II of 1065), 
the following Rules for the reciprocal service of processes between Travan- 
core and Cochin under date 12th {September 1902 (27th Chingom 1078) 
are published for general information: — 

1- All processes received from the Civil Courts of Cochin for service 
in this State shall be served by the local Civil Courts free of charge. 

2. Processes issued by the Chief Court and the District Courts of 
of Cochin shall be served by the local District Courts and processes issued 
by the Mnnsif’s Courts of Cochin by the local District Munsifs’ Courts, 
within whose jurisdiction the persons to whom they are addressed, reside, 
as if such processes had been originally issued by the local courts. 

3. ‘When any process received for service from Cochin is in a language 
other than English or Malayalam, the Court issuing it may he requested 
to forward an English translation of the same. 

a Civil Court of Cochin shall accept the certificate endorsed on the process 
by the Court issuing it as sufficient proof that- the proper fee for the issue 
therof has been paid and shall deliver such process to the proper officer 
of the Court for service and shall retransmit, the same to the Court from 
which it was received with a return in the form appended to the. Rules 
for the reciprocal service of processes between British India and Travancore 
dated the llth January 1890 (29th Dhanu 1005) and with the endorsement 
of the. process-server showing in what manner service has been effected 
and, if service has not been effected, the reason for the non-service, and 
such endorsement shall be verified by the oath or affirmation of the

The folluidng Memomtdtan upon the Ua<: regarding arm# and 
lanmiuiititm is jjublixhetl fur informaluM :— 

1. Dwellers in Travancore or Cochin States who wish to bring 
from British India into these States arms or ammunition must apply 
to the Resident for a non-objection certificate and must forward 
this certificate to the Commissioner of Police, Madras, who has 
power to grant a permit. 

2. Those who wish to send into British India from these States 
arms or ammunition must obtain a license from the Commissioner 
of Police, Madras, or from the Magistrate of the District to which 
the consignment goes. 

3. If it is desired to send into British India arms solely for the. 
purpose of repair, European ami East Indian subjects of Hi's Majesty 
and other persons enumerated in rule 1 of the Anns Act Rules can 
obtain from the Resident free of charge a permit to import such 
arms into British India and to afterwards export them from British 
India into these States. 

4. There are special restrictions regarding all rifles of ‘303 bore 
and rifles of '450 or 'o77 bore which are of the Snider or Martini- 
Henry pattern. The importation of these rifles into India has now- 
been absolutely prohibited. Persons who already possess such a 
rifle ought to apply to the Resident for a license to possess it. Such 
license will be granted free of charge to European and East Indian 
subjects of His Majesty and to others as aforesaid. Tins license 
ought to be deposited with a dealer in ammunition who has received 
the permission of Government to keep a stock of ammunition for 
such rifles. Messrs. P. Orr & Sons of Madras have this permission. 
A licensed holder of such a rifle can obtain from the Resident a per¬ 
mit to obtain 200 rounds of ammunition per annum for sporting 
purposes. 

5. Travellers entering or quitting Travancore State and dwellers 
in Travancore who write to Madras for arms or ammunition must 
also bear in mind the provisions of Travancore Regulation III of 
1061. Arms or ammunition cannot be imported into or exported 
from Travancore without a license from the Dewan of Travancore. 
This Regulation is strictly enforced by the Travancore officials on 
the frontier and European travellers who were ignorant of this 
Regulation have been arrested and fined because they carried arms 
without the Dewan’s permit. Application for such license should 
be made in writing to the office of the Dewan at Trivandrum. In 
order to suit the convenience of travellers who carry arms for pro¬ 
tection and who frequently cross and recross the Travancore frontier, 
the Dewan of Travancore will grant licenses valid for a period not 
exceeding one year. (22nd September 1902).

In continuation of the Memorandum dated 22nd .September 
1002, upon the law regarding Anns and Ammunition, it is an- 
uounecd that the Government of India, believing that Snider 
rifles of ‘577 bore are obsolete as military weapons and a reimported 
into India only for sporting purposes, have withdrawn any special 
restrictions regarding Snider rifles oi '577 bore. The restrictions 
regarding rifles of '503 bore and regarding rifles of '450 bore of the 
Martini-Henry pattern continue in force.

Newspapers of all kinds may be sent by post at the rates for, and” 
under the conditions relating to, book packets, but the cheap rates of 
postage for newspapers are available only for newspapers which have been 
registered as such in the office of the Postmaster General, and. are posted 
under the special conditions prescribed for newspapers of that kind. The 
definition of “ newspaper,and the conditions under which such news- 
papers may be posted at the special rates of postage, will be found in Sec¬ 
tion II of the Indian Postal Guide. 

Registration. 

Registration makes the transmission of an article more secure; but the 
Post Office is nob responsible for the loss of. a registered.article, or fo¬ 
amy injury which its contents may sustain during its transmissou through 
the post, unless the article is also insured. 

The prepayment of the postage and registration fee is compulsory in 
the case of all registered articles, and must be made by means of postage 
stamps affixed to the article. 

Articles intended for registration must be presented at the window of 
the post office. The post office will give a receipt for each article registered. 

Registration is compulsory in the case of a postal article containing 
currency notes, and also in the ease of an article which is seen or known to 
contain postage or other stamps, or a cheque, hundi, bank note or the like. 
If this rule is infringed, a double registration fee is charged on the delivery 
of the article. 

Addressees’ Acknowledgments. 

The sender of a registered article can obtain an acknowledgment of deli¬ 
very signed by the addressee by paying a fee of one anna in addition to 
the postage and registration fee, at the time of posting the article. The 
fee for a special acknowledgment must be paid by means of postage stamps 
affixed to the article. 

Insurance 

Registered letters and registered parcels mav be. insured up to the 
value of Rs. 500 in branch offices authorized to insure articles, and up to 
the value of Rs. 2,000 in all other authorized post offices. 

All the charges («. c. postage, registration fee, and insurance fee) on an 
insured article must be paid in full, by means of postage stamps affixed to 

Articles intended for insurance must be packed and sealed?in the man¬ 
ner described in Section H of Indian Postal Guide. The cloth-lined 
registration envelopes sold at all post offices are recommended to be used 
for insured letters. . . • ’ 

The minimum size for au insured parcel is 12 cubic inches. 

Articles for insurance must be presented at the post office window, 
with the amount for which the sender wishes it to be insurred cletfrly 
written, in words and figures, on the cover. Th name and address of the 
'sender must also be written on the cover in the lower left-hand corner, or 
'on a separate slip of paper, to be presented with the article, should there 
be no room for his name and address on the cover. , 

A receipt will _ be given by the post office for each article inspired and 
person to whom the article is delivered. • 
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Insurance is compulsory in the case of coin, bullion, precious stones, 
jewellery, and articles of gold and silver. If this rule is infringed, the arti¬ 
cle is liable to be returned to the sender, or to he forwarded to the addres.

the Telegraph Office at which registration is effected at the time 
of registration.

(12) The fee for registration of an Abbreviated Address is Rs. 1 q 

per calendar year, payable in advance, on the 1st January, or 
on any data on which registration may be effected before 1st 
July; for registration on or after that date fee is Rs. 5. The fee 
for registration should be paid to the officer in charge of the 
Telegraph Office at which registration is effected. 

(13) . An additional fee of five rupees is charged for every change of 

the word selected, or for every transfer to another Telegraph 
Office, but not for change of residence within the delivery 
limits of the registering office, or for change of name, or title 
of firm or person, so long as the identity is the same (see 
condition 10), and it is not a case of transfer from one firm to 
another; if it is a case of transfer, the full fees are charged. 

(14) The Telegraph Department accepts no responsibility in respect
